SAN FRANCISCO 一 SF Su- 
perior Court Judge Robert Beale 
ruled last.

Beijing Protest on Arms 
Sales Holds Future Hope 


BEIJINGC The ，Reagan 
Administration plan to sell $60 
million in military spare parts to 
Taiwan elicited from the Chinese 
government a self-described 
“strong protest” Which was 
generally mild in tone and 
expressed hope for an eventual 
agreement with the US to end 
American arms sales to Taiwan， 

Congress received .letters of 
notification on the pending sale， 
first announced in December， 
from the Reagan Administration 
and now have 30 
days in which they can revoke the 
decision by joint action. I no joint 
action is passed，then the sale 
stands as is. In addition to the $60 
million worth of parts，some $37 
mjllion in services to stockpile the 
parts will also be offered. 


The formal Chinese statement 
on _ the _ sale underscored three 
assurances from the “Reagan 
Administration which “were 
included_ in the December an- 
nouncement, namely that the sale 
had been promised prior to the 
start of Washington-Beijing talks 
on the matter，that no actual 
weapons were included in the 
sale, and that no military transfers 
with Taipei would be considered 
while talks on such sales between 
Beijing and Washington were on- 
going. 

“If the US government should 
continue to disregard China's 
SOvereignty and go back on (these) 
assUurances given to the Chinese 
side, it must be heldq responsible 
for all consequences， the Chinese 
Foreign ministry said last week in 
its formal statement. 

The statement pointed out that 
thbe Reagan Administration had 
pledged that the United States 
would not consider military trans- 


fers to Taiwan while the two sides 
(Beijing and Washington) were 
continuing their bilateral dis- 
cussions on a settlement of the 
question of US arms sales to 
Taiwan,， 

US ， Ambassador Arthur  VW， 
Hummel，J 厅 .was called to the 
Foreign Ministry one hour before 
the statement was given to the 

Tess. 

The State Department in Wash- 
ington last Wednesday said that 
talks with Beijing over arms sales 
to Taiwan are continuing and we 
seek an outcome which would be 
acceptabjle to both sides,” 

STRATEGIC 

Beijing officials had earlier 
threatened a downgrading of 
diplomatic relations with the US 这 
the arms sales went through,. They 
had pointed to last years inci- 
dent with the Netherlands when 
relations had been downgraded 
following the sales of submarines 
to Taipei. The sale, however, had 
been newly-arranged, and did not 
hinge upon Pre-arTanged agree- 
ments，as does the _ current US- 
Taiwan sale. 

Other nations have expressed 
concern :Over the possibility of 
downgraded US-China relations， 
fearing serious international 
consequences，Japan Was parti- 


cularly concerned，and during 


Defense Secretary Caspar VW， 
Weinbergers trip to_Tokyo last 
month，Japanese Prime Minister 


Zenko Suzuki stressed the impor- 


tance of continued _good US- 
China relations to _ Asian secur- 
ity， 

Former British prime minister 
卫 dqward Heath, following a recent 
visit .with Deng iaoping，vVice-

Beijing's protest to the Reagan Administration proposal 


to _ sell 997 million of parts and .services to .Taiwan :was 
encouiragingly low-key and accepting. It clearly stated its 
opposition to the sales，while at the same time expiessing 
hope for future agreement on the controversial subject of 


arms sales to Taiwan. The United States，which first ， 


announced the sales in December while explaining that the 
deal was made prior to US-China ,discussions on the 
Subject，has similarly expressed hope. that the talks are 
able to reach an amicable and effective resolution. 

Despite Beijing's earlier strident denunciations of the 
US meddling in “internal affairs”” by selling arms to 
Taipei and despite the US angry contention that Beijing 
would not influence our foreign relations Policy by 
threats, it appears that a new calm has descended “upon 
US-<China relations. TIhe difficult questions remain，but t 
is encouraging to see that both sides realize the gravity of 
the consequences should US 人 Hiina relations deteriorate， 
a gravity that lies not with any loss of face for either 
nation，but with the risk of disunity among nations 
Opposing Soviet expansion. 


The Fidelity Savings Case

Stricter Rent 
Control Laws Take 
Effect in SF 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Under 
recent amendments to the SF rent 
ordinance， landlords are now 
required to obtain prior approval 
for any rent increases Over seven 
percent from the SF Residen- 
tial Rent board. The only excep- 
tions to this rule are in cases where 
the increase exceeds seven percent 
becausenof'passed:on Pacific Cas 
and 下 leetric costs or costs of 
capital improvement and rehabil- 
itation work certified by the real

The amendments require land- 
lords to petition the rent board for 
hearings on rent increases above 
seven percent,. A hearing will then 
be held，and tenants must be 
invited. Landlordqs also must give

If tenants receive rent increases 
higher than seven percent and 
they have not received notifica- 
tion of rent board approval，the 
whole rent increase is null and 
void.

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Medi-Cal Payment for 
Acupuncture Starts Up

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The first 
training seminar for completing 
Medi-Cal forms for_ acupuncture 
was held here Monday， with 
others throughout the state con- 
tinuing through the week.， The 
payments，approved in form last 
March with a July 1 effective 
date, have been delayed as regula- 
tions were formalized by the 
Department of Health Services 
and as the Computer Sciences 
Corporation Which processes the 
claims negotiated with the state 
on implementing the system， 
according to Alan Stolmack of the 
Department of Health Services' 
Provider Relations. 


Completed claims were eligible 
to be processed as of April 15. 
According to the regulations 
defined by the DHS last fall，the 
Medi-Cal payments could cover 
only two acupuncture Sessions per 
month，rendered by a physician， 
podiatrist，or certified acupunc- 
turist _ enrolled in the Medi-Cal 
program ， 

The _ treatments must be to 
prevent, modify,， or alleviate pain 
resulting from 3a generally-recog- 
nized medical condition for which 
treatment by other modajlities is 
also covered. A MEDI label must 
be collected from the patient at 
the time of service. Medi-Cal will 
Teimburse $26.50 for the first visit， 
and $15.90 for the second (reim- 
bursement for services between 
July 1 and 31, 1981, is $25 for the 
first visit and $14 for the second)， 

“We're glad that what they 
provided _ has， finally come 
through，but，of course，twice 3 
month isnt enough. Most cases 
require treatment two to three 
times a week. We must work for 
more,”Harry ER. Iam，Ppresident 
of the United 的 cupuncturists of 


California told 五 ast/ West，Tam 
Said that the average acupuncture 
Session runs $25 to $30 for almost 
an hour-long session,， “The 
amount of time spent with a 
patient might increase the cost. 
We never figure by counting 
needles; we take a patient by 
case， 

The state legislature approved a 
total of $6.8 million for Medi- 
Cal payments Teimbursement of 
acupuncture treatment, $4 million 
of which is from the federal 
government. Acupuncture is now 
legal in 14 states, three of which 一 
Caljlifornia, Nevada and Hawaii 一 
license acupuncturists for treating 
patients without the supervision of 
ammedical doctor. 


DELAY

acupuncturePp They only take 
one-half of the money; they know 
nothingabout acupuncture，Tve 
worked in Florida with them in 
clinics，and they cheated: us iight 
and left，saying payments hadn't 
come ip Who knows 让 they're 
qualified unless they are 
licensed,” complained certified 
acupuncturist Rosa M.， Lee，a 
liaison officer between the acu- 
puncturists group:and the state.) 

The forms to be used for the 
acupuncture treatments are 
lengthy and involved， the 
standard Medi-Cal forms used for 
other medical treatments，accord- 
ing to Ann Ludlow， Provider 
Relations representative at the 
Computer Sciences Corporation， 

Ludlow said that while most 
Medi-Cal payments can be pro- 
cessed Within two Weeks，some 
delay may occur with the acupun- 
cture payments, in light of the fact 
that they are retroactive to last 
July 1. She forecast a maximum 
Processing time of six weeks， 


saying that most should be pio- 
cessed within four. Each form 
mnust contain a MEDI sticker for 
the month of treatment，from the 
patient.， Ludlow told 豆 ast/ West 
that most of the delay time 
was spent working out benefits 
with the state. 


Lee complained about the long 
delay in finally setting up the 
forms for payment，alleging that 
Politics and medical bias against 
the practice of acupuncture con- 
tributed to the delay，

“Meost of our patients are older

OAKLAND 一 Over 400 people 
jammed the April 13 meeting of 
the Peralta Community College 
Districts Board of- Trustees to 
express their anger and concern 
over a Proposal to lay off 37 
fulltime faculty members. 
“Hundreds of students will be 
denied a quajlity education,”de- 
clared Edy Chan，one of the 
instructors to ITeceive ，notices， 
“This board will be held account- 
able for not meeting the educa- 
tional needs of the community.” 


Of the .37 instructors who 
ITeceived intent-to-layoff notices， 
19 are minority, of which five are 
Asian，The five Asians are Sole- 
dad “Borromeo， instructor of 
history and Asian Culture at the 
College of Alameda; Edy Chan， 
instructor of English and ESL at 
Colljege of Alameda; Gordon 
Chang， Department Chair of 
Asian Studies and ESL instructor 
at Laney College; Heo Park，a 
librarian at Laney; and Suman 
Shah, a mathematics instructor at 
Merritt College. 


(Out of 530 certificated em- 
ployees in the district there are 
only 21 Asians,，less than 4%，and 
the layoffs would reduce tbis to 
less than 3 勾 . The Asian commun- 
ity represents 10% of the district s 
population.) 

“The district says this is not 
discrimination， it is,” claimed 
Gordon Chang. “They couldnt 
get away with cutting 25% of the 
black instructors or any other 
nationality.

Dr，Kenneth Hoh，a board 
member who voted for the 
proposal cutbacks, stated he did so 
because of th $2.6 million deficit 
in the district's budget，“The 
faculty is 80 勾 of the budget， 
Proposition 13 is really hitting 
home，andq we cant raise taXxes,” 
Hoh said， 

JRRESPONSIBLE- 

The only Asian member of the 
board，Hoh feels it's his duty to 
serve everyone,. “Asians havent 
been-here as long as everyone else 
who pays taxes too,” he said， 
adding,“I want to be fa 这 , I cant 
ignore the needs of others.”Hoh 
Saidq that because of the seniority 
system，Asians are low on the 
totem pole and vulnerable to cut- 
backs. He suggested that people 
should lobby the state legislature 
to _ change the senioity laws and 
have them take affirmative action 
into consideration regarding lay- 
offs， 

Trustee Michael Preston，one of 
two board -members to vote 
against the proposed layoffs said 
he did so because he feels the most 
important ingredient of colleges 
are the faculty and the students. 
“Tm an administrator and unfor- 
tunately we make the Professors 
least important,” he admitted. 

Preston stated that he strongly 
Supports the Asian Studies Pro- 
gram.“VWhat kind of college will 
you have 让 you reduce the Asian 
Studies programp? The Bay Area is 
the center of Asian Studies 一 
that's iirrresponsible,” he de- 
clared. ， 

“Asian history and philosophy 
are _ Something every American 
should be acquainted with. These 
programs should be protected so 
they dont get cut every year,”he 
added. 

As an alternative to laying off 
instructors，Preston suggested that 
Unnecessary Support services be 
cut to balance the budget. “We 
have over 20 managers，assistant 
deans and division chairs- who 
make over $40,000 a year 一 cut 
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some of them out,”he said. 

Preston urged that the district 
take positive steps to raise money 
and _ watch its expenditures. 
“What ever costs a lot should be 
looked at closely,” he said. He also 
favors early retirement proposals 
to_ help create more spaces for 
Ininorities， 

The district has until May 15 to 
make its final decision concerning 
the layoffs.

Events are moving swiftly in the 
nuclear armaments gamesman- 
ship between the two super- 
powers, Perhaps we are entering a 
new phase of qialogue beyond the 
saber-rattling impasse as the US 
and the USSR exchange Proposals 
for limiting the number of nuclear 
missiles in Europe. However， this 
is no time for complacencyi as the 
two sides are still far apart and 
serious negotiations are still ,many 
months o 储 . 

Meanwhile, the rumors of war 
have not abated，Even with the 
resumption of talks，fears and 
rumors of war are sweeping the 
world. In recent months，massive 
anti-nuclear demonstrations ， 训 
Amsterdam，Bonn，Brussells， 
Paris，Rome，London and other 
Western 了 uropean cities have 
involved over three million 
people，We cannot fully appre- 
ciate the serise of angst felt byWest 
Germans unless we realize that 
6,000 ， nuclear warheads are 
deployed within range of their 
country, which is about the size of 
our state of Oregon, Our Euro- 
pean allies are fearful that their 
lands will be incinerated and 
vaporized， 

ABSURDITY 

War and the rumors of war 
envelopes not only the 下 uropean 
theater，but also Latin America， 
Korea，Japan，and China,， When 
our family travelled in China we 
discovered that the fear of Russian 
aggression is So intense that every 
northern city facing the Soviet 
Union in China is equipped with 
huge underground stations and an 
elaborate system of tunnels in 
readiness for anuclear attack from 
Russia， 

We were Privileged to visit 
Several of these immense shelters， 
which for lack of a better term Tve 
called “groundscrapers” the 
Opposite of skyscrapers. They have 
literally been dug out of the 
depths of the earth by human 
hands. If the Chinese dig deep 
enough，I told them, they would 
hit America. 

WhatI wish TI would have told 
them is that there is no Place to 
hide in a nuclear war. The bomb 
shelter mentality only invites more 
ingenious technological means to 
widen the area of lethal impacet 
们 om weapons， Once the bomb 
shejlter mentality is _ accepted，in 
China or elsewhere，it provides 
the illusion of security and the 
sheer absurdity of men and 
women burrowing and living in 
ever deeper holes，There is no 
escape， 


GLOBAL 

(Incidentally, these fear rumors 
of war among the Chinese are not 
altogether fanciful means to whip 
up the allegiance of a billion 
people against a common threat 
on its northern borders, Russia has 
positioned over a million troops 
(one-fourth of its army) along the 
border whbich the Soviet Union 
shares with .China and doubltess 
China has a like number in this 
standoff. Border 提 ghting，bound- 
ary disputes, and as many as 5,000 
skirmishes have been reported 
since 1969. Moreover,， the Ameri- 
can press has recently revealed 


that Russia had made inquiries to 
then President Nixon for the US 
and the USSR to join forces in a 
pre-emptive first strike to knock 
out Chinas nuclear capability， 
Ironically, these inquiries came at 
precisely the time when Kissin- 
ger Was in Beijing，to negotiate 
normalization with China.) 

We need to remind ourselves 
that peacemaking is a global 
concern in a global village, People 
all around the world are recog- 
nizing the insanity of muclear 
weaponry escalation. It is clearly 
an ,issue that cannot be left to the 
generals， arms merchants and 
politicians 一 for this would be 
moral and theological abdica- 
tion. 

Note how our moral outrage 
can be numbed by large-scale 
annihilation, We would be horri- 
fied. by the torture Or senseless 
killing of one individual whom we 


face as a person，But our moral - 


imagination is dulled by the 
immorality of 200,000 people 
perishing in the first atomic blast 
or7 million in the fiery furnace of 
the holocaust or the prospects of 
40 million deaths by the fire next 
time. In a full scale nuclear war， 
the stark question was raised by 
Robert Oppenheimer: Will there 
be enough survivors to bury the 
dead? The other question， of 
course， is: Won't the living envy 
the dead? 


FOLLY 
There seems no logic to the two 
Superpowers  ， planning to add 


10,000 more nuclear weapons in 
the next decade to the 50,000 now 
in their arsenals， How then can 
the two superpowers turn around 
to_ persaude third，fifth，or even 
20th rank nations to refrain from 
developing their own ”nuclear 
weapons, This is sheer folly， Are 
there any limits to growth in our 
nuclear stockpiling? 

Any sane person can deduce 
that 50,000 nuclear weapons is 
quite enough, Over 10 years ago， 
Robert McNamara said that 100 
nueclear weapons striking either 
the US or Russia would cause 37 
mijllion deaths and destroy two- 
thirds of the industrial power in 
either nation. If 300 of the 50,000 
nuclear weapons are fired，the 
cockroaches ”shall ipherit the 
earth , 

Now weare building bigger and 
better， that . is， more 
weapons， No wonder the late 
General Omar Bradley exclaimed 
in horror: “Ours is a world of 
nuclear giants and ethical infants 
.. .We know more about killing 
than we know about living.” Two 
nuclear giants promising massive 
retailiation leads inevitably to 
mutually assured destruction 
(M.A.D.)，Indeed，we live in a 
world gone mad. 

Wehave urged nations to rearm 
and supplied them with the 
weapons of war，We are the 
strongest military power in the 
world， yet we feel insecure. 
Indeed，we are caught in the 
terrible paradox that the more 
power we ”possess the more 
insecure we feel. Despite our pre- 
tensions to power，no amount of 
military hardware can compen- 
sate for the declining political and 
economic prestige plaguing our 
nation. 


Ironically, the powerful can be | 


paralyzed into a state of power- 
]essness，when the last becomes 
first and the first becomes last. We 
have learned through painful 
experence that a tiny,， poor nation 
can hold a rich and powerful 


lethal ， 


nation hostage. The prospects of 


nuclear blackmail is no longer a. 


fictional dream 一 it is a living 
nightmare， 
HORROR 
One of the most sobering and 
memorable experiences in my life 
was a visit to Hiroshimna，where 
perhaps 200,000 people perished 
位 om the first atomic explosion in 
warfare on August 6, 1945 一 the 
blast that may well have changed 
the destiny of human history. For 
today we have nuclear bombs 
1,000 times more potent than the 
bomb that fell on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. 
In Hiroshima，the _ entire city 
had been rebuilt with wide streets 
which are uncharacteristic of 
Japan. A very large open square is 
dominated in the center by an 
eternal fame in memory of those 
who died. Many Japanese tourists 
passed and Paused before this 
fame， reverently cupped their 
hands; uttered asilent prayer, and 
then moved off quietly，Here we 
did not hear of war or the rumors 
of war，only the stark，silent 
horror of detruction，and God's 
judgment as a still small voice. 
Over to the right side of the 
square there still stood the remains 
of a half-demolished， perhaps 
10:-story building，with its jagged 
girders jutting out gro- 
tesquely, dangling high in the air. 
It looked as 让 a giant claw had 
ripped away half of a building. 
There it remains standing，albeit 
precariously， as a horrible 
reminder to the Japanese people to 
make war no more. 


On another corner of the square 


is a large museum which houses 


the relics of an atomic blast 一 a 
bicyclewheel twistedintothe shape 
of a figure 8，a soldiers uniform 
with just shreds and strips of 
clothing jleft， a _ bottle which 
melted into a little stub. The huge 
museum was filledq with artifacts 
like_ that， What really became 
eerie Was a particular section 
which displayed burnt flesh，the 
remains of what'was once human 
hair，as= preserved ear，and other 
human bits and members which I 
will refrain from describing， The 
thought lashed across my mindqd 
standing in that room，as it does 
now， 过 only the world's war- 
mongers， Saber-rattlers， and 
nuclear bullies were all gathered 
for a meeting in this museum 一 
how much brighter might be the 
future of the human Prospect， 
how much better prepared they 
would be to wage peace,and war 
no more.

The brushwork and colors are so 
subtle that they blend together， 
and the painting jliterally draws 
the viewer closer.

Contrasting the academy style， 
the amateur-scholar painters and 
Ch'an monks tried to capture the 
essence of their subjects rather 
than portray them realistically. 
The quick and spontaneous paint- 
ings derived from the style of Wu 
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Tao Tsu，a Tang artist from the 
eighth century， 

The quick and spontaneous 
style of painting represented an 
ideal and a cluster of styles 
practiced by the Taoists，Ch an， 
and _ Confucian scholars，Cahill 
explained.， The idea of direct 
expression initially developed

graphy. 

One excellent example of the 
splashed-ink method of painting is 
the “Landscape After the Rain” 
attributed to Yuan-chien，a _ late 
Sung artist，Later critics com- 
plained about the coarse， lax 
brushwork of the rocks and 
slopes; but the Japanese， in 
contrast， greatly admired this 
splashed-ink style，which -the Zen 
artist-monks made even less disci- 
plined and calligraphic.

Cahill believes the best painting 
in the exhibit is “Han Shan 
Reading A Scroll” attributed to 
Lo-ch"ung, a late Sung artistsHan 
Shan is one of the best charac- 
terized figures in Ch an painting 
with the _ stable but dynamic 
posture，the expressive eyes seen 
above the scroll，and the unruly 
hair, Cahill explained.， 

Han's lovely hair is made with 
the ghostly strokes often used to 
paint oxen，such as“The Ox and 
the Herdboy”by Chih-yung Lao- 
niu，Besides carefree associations 
to_ this scene，oxherding pictures 
usually accompanied by prose 
and verse were symbolic of the ten 
levels of realization in Ch'an， 
了 Possibly because of the sacred 
nature of the ox in ancient India， 
this animal came to be used to 
symbolize mamn's primal nature or 
Buddha-mind. 

The repertoire of literati paint- 
ings and Ch'an paintings often 
were the same: bamboo，Pplum 
blossoms, and orchids. 工 ike Ch'an 
Daintersi the literati were Sunday 
painters: during the week they 
Worked as career . government 
bureaucrats for the _ government， 
and _ after retiring they wrote 
poetry、 and painted for their 
friends. This ideal of the amateur 
calligrapher-painter began a trad- 
ition that developed 纪 rther with 
the Four Great Masters of the 
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Yuan， 
ZHEJIANGC 

The amateur artists painted 
decorative，symbolic plants (such 
as the magnificent “Grapes”by 
Wen Jih-kuan)，but -this low- 
level painting was not known in 
China， Cahill explained， The 
Japanese point of view shaped by 
Zen made no distinction between 
the holy and the profane, so it was 
quite Proper to paint every- 
day, simple subjects. 


Sogen-ga are largely from one 
area of China， the coastal 
province of Zhejiang where Jap- 
anese trade was concentrated and 
Zen monks came to _ study and 
learn painting.

has resulted in a basic ethnic shife 
in our immigration 一 away from 
Europe and in. favor of Latin 
America and Asia. 

What do these trends tell us 
about what is ahead for the US. 
Thetrend towards immigration to 
the US will continue as long as 
economic and/or ， political 
instability continue to exist in the 
countries of high visa demand, 
The force of family reunification

_Government Regulators 
Seize Fidelity S&L 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Follow- 
ing an“extraordinary outftlow”of 
$70 million from Fidelity Savings 
and Loan Association during the 
week of April 5，Fidelity was 
taken over by federal and state 
regulators on Tuesday，April 13. 
The financially-troubled S&L was 
seized by the California Savings 
and Loan Department and by the 
Federal Savings and Loans Insur- 
ance Corporation (FSLIC)， a 
division of the Federal Home 
Loan Bank which regulates all 
federally-chartered savings and 
loans，in order to save Fidelity 
from bankruptcy， 

Arun on the Chinatown branch 
twWo Weeks ago. accounted for at 
least $5 million of the $70 million 
withdrawn from Fidqelitys 80 
branches in northern _ California, 
(ELW 4/14)，EFollowing the run， 
which was sparked by goomy 
forecasts in the firms annual 
report，the Federal Home Loan 
Bank refused to make any further 
Ioans to Fidelity. 

PUBLIC 

The regulators ”action marked 
the biggest government takeover 
of an S&L ever, In previous cases 
where S&Ls were on the brink of 
financial collapse， the govern- 
ment always arranged for them to 
merge with _ financially stronger 
institutions，but events moved so 
fast in Fidqelity's case that there 
Was no time to set up a merger， 
according to Linda Tsao Yang， 
state savings and loan commission- 
er. ， 
“There was no realistic choice 
but to _ take possession of the 
asSociation and ' appoint the 
FSLIC the receiver in order to 
Drotect the public interest,”Yang 
explained, adding that such action 
was“tantamount to _ nationaliza- 
tion of a private entity.” 

The FSLIC turned over Fidel- 
itys property，facilities， invest- 
ments，deposits，and loans to a 
new，federally-chartered mutual 
association which is called Fidqelity 
Savings of SF and which is owned 
by its depostors,， In addition，the 
ESLIC hired Home Federal Sa- 
vings and Loan Association of San 
Diego (not related to Home 
Federal of SE), to manage Fidelity 
for the next six months，

While depositors _ (including 
holders of non-insured “repur- 
chase”agreements and accounits 
over $100,000) and mortgage- 
holders will not be affected by the 
change, there are losers as a result 
of the takeover, They are Fideli- 
ty's four top executives，who were 
fired，and Fidelity's 1,943 share- 
holdqers， whose stock “became 
worthjless. ; 
- Barry Hovis，an attorney for 
Fidelity, called the unprecedented 
takeover unlawful under state and 
federal laws. Hovis had previously 
been representing Eidelity iD a 
$114 million lawsuit against the 
Federal Home Loan Bank，The 
Suit charged that Fidelity was 
illegally forced to pay“punitive 
and discriminatory”interest Tates 
on the money 让 borrowed from 
the federal bank，thus furthering 
its financial plunge， 

Another suit filed by attorneys 
for the old Fidelity last Monday 
charged that the Federal Home 
Loan Bank terminated loans to the 
S&L “in order to force Fidel- 
ity_ into receivership” and thus 
block Fidelity's earlier suit against 
the bank. Pending a ruling on the 
suit，which seeks to _ remove the 
FSLIC as Fidelitys receiver， 
Fidelity sought a temporary 
Testraining order to prevent the 
FSLIC from selling any of -its 
business，PIroperty，oOrT assets，ac- 
cording to a SF 下 xa7mzimner report， 

The seizure of Fidelity gave the 
FSLIC the power to provide $100
